The main idea of the advertising 


campaign is to call attention to the 
abundance of California oranges and 
their consequent cheapness. They real- 
ly cost less than apples, but eastern 
people do not realize that until they 
are told. The advertising.also encour- 
ages retailers to make displays of the 
fruit and push it to the front and the 
consequent greater volume of business 
which they do enables them to handle 
the oranges on a smaller margin of 
profit.

Besides that, tUe general adoption 


of the rules of careful handling, work- 
ed out by the department of agricul- 
ture under the direction of G. Harold 
Powell, has reduced the loss from de- 
cay to the minimum, and dealers con- 
sequently do not have to figure on a 
profit to cover up such losses. 


PRIZES OF SILVERWARE. 


The Exchange tries to secure as 


great benefits as possible for ',the 
fruit of its own members by giving 
premiums of silverware in return for 
orange wrappers bearing its brands 
and a small cash payment besides. 
When it first began this experiment 
four years ago it ordered 100 gross 
of spoons to start with. The orange 
wrappers soon began coming in so 
fast that the management not only 
had to duplicate this order, but one 
eastern factory had to drop all other 
work for a time and turn out nothing 
but spoons. 
The Exchange now is said to be the 


largest single purchaser of flat silver- 
ware in the world. This includes such 
ware as teaspoons, tablespoons, or- 
ange spoons, knives and forks and the 
like. During ths height of the orange 
season from fifty to a hundred girls 
are required in the Chicago offices do-

Locksmlthfag In Germany Is today, 


as Important a trade as plumbing, 
blapksmithlng or the vocation ot tbe 
'barber, says oar. consul at Hanover In 
a recent report The 8rst lock and key, 
were introduced Into Pruaala In the 
fourteenth century and caused a con- 
siderable sensation at the palace of the 
elector of Brandenburg.

Gum Disease—It's 


Cause And Treatment. 


Gum disease 
is due to. an ab- 


normal condition of the sajx of a. tree. 
The condition of the sap' is in some 
respects like the blood of animals— 
it becomes poisoned. When the blood 
of a person becomes abnormal or poi- 
soned, it often shows itself by break- 
ing out on the skin. Whenathe blood 
is poisoned it is very difficult to heal 
a wound in the skin, of tithes blood 
poison takes place, while a wound in 
the skin readily heals without any 
particular attention when the blood is 
in good condition. The same condition 
takes place In a tree when the sap 
becomes sour, thick and poisoned with 
such elements as excessive magnesia, 
organic acid and poison emitted from 
the root. When the sap becomes ab- 
normal or poisoned it often breaks out 
through the bark, sometimes it comes 
out through a knothole, or the cross- 
Ing of a root or limb, or more general- 
ly brought out by some 'mechanical 
cause, such as hitting the bark with a 
cultivator, hoe, weed-cutter, etc. When 
some mechanical abruption is made 
the sour and poisoned sap comes out 
and decays the bark and in a short 
time the gum disease starts I have 
seen it start in four days after the 
bark was knocked off below the sur- 
face of 'the ground with a hoe. From 
this it is carried over the tree, the 
same as a sore or blood poison spreads 
over the body and in time proves fatal 
to life if the blood Is not purified; and 
so if the sap is not sweetened and pur- 
ified it will prove fatal to the life of a 
tree. 
' 
. 


It matters not how much treatment 


may be made on the bark^to cure this 
disease, a permanent,cure cannot be 
made without treating the 
cause, 


which means to sweeten and purify 
the sap, and the only way to do this 
is to sweeten and purify^ the soil, the 
source from which the tree obtains its 
sap. When the sap becomes sour and 
thick or gummy it cannot circulate to 
all parts of the tree freely and breaks 
out through some weak place on the 
bark. 
Sometimes gum pockets will 


first form under the inner bark, and 
the disease begins to spread over the 
tree. We frequently find many limbs 
dying because of a lack of this free 
transportation 
or circulation of the 


sap in a good normal condition. When 
the starch in the sap is1 not converted 
into sugar by the use of sufficient sol- 
uble or available lime in the soil, it 
clogs the circulation and forces out 
this abnormal or sour sap through the 
bark. 


This lack of free circulation to the 


extremity of every limb is evidently 
the principal cause, if not the only 
cause, of the limbs dying. We also 
find the bark of the root rotting be- 
cause of this sour and poisoned condi- 
tion of ve soil. All forms of gum dis- 
ease evidently originate 
from 
the 


same cau^e. 


H 
THE CURE. 


Perhapa the"••cujfe. 6f>gum disease, is 


the thlng.f that more, vitally concerns 
the grower" than the cause. However, 
it is important that we know the cause 
of "this troublesome disease, that We 
may knq'W how to treat it. It is well 
known that the sap cannot become 
sour and) poisoned unless there is acid- 
ity in the soil. It is also well known 
that there is only one element that 
will successfully overcome acidity and 
poisons of the soil, and that is the 
simple element of lime in its different 
forms. Carbonate of lime, which can 
be bought in the form of quicklime 
and air-slaked lime (which is quick- 
lime slaked) is the form of lime that 
successfully neutralizes organic acid 
and the acid or poison emitted from 
the 
root 
(di-hydroxy-stearic acid). 


This form of lime brings about an 
alkaline or-sweet condition of the soil. 
The sulphate of lime, called gypsum, 
is the only form of lime that will suc- 
cessfully neutralize and overcome the 
excessive magnesia in the soil. This 
form of lime being soluble in water, 


also Is taken up as a plant food very 
readily, thus filling the sap of a tree 
with the proper amount of lime, 
which is essential as the lime in a 
healthy tree is about one-half of all 
Its solids. 
The sulphate of lime is, 


however, converted into the carbonate 
in the soil and is taken up by the tree 
in this form. In treating a gum-dis- 
eased tree the first thing to do is to 
use about 160 pounds of the carbonate 
of lime and about 150 to 200 pounds 
of gypsum and work it into the soil 
under and around the tree. It would 
be well to take about 60 pounds of the 
carbonate in the form of quick-lime 
and water-slake it and apply it under 
and around the tree while warm, with 
plenty of water; better just at the 
time of irrigating, and basin the tree 
to take it down to the roots. About 
400 to 600 pounds of stable manure 
should be applied with the lime to sup- 
ply the necessary humus, especially in 
light soils. To hasten' the cure the 
next thing that should be done is to 
take out about one-eighth of an inch 
of the, bark half an inch apart around 
the trunk and limbs of a tree where 
it is affected, and wherever a gum 
pocket is found, it should be cut out 
and scraped. Be sure and find all 
these gum pockets. They are usually 
under the inner bark. 
After this, 


thoroughly whitewash the trunk and 
main limbs of the tree, and watch the 
tree for a few weeks or longer and 
wherever the gum app.ears or seeps 
out of the slits, remove it and do this 
.until the gum ceases to appear. A 
tree'that is badly affected cannot be 
cured thoroughly inside of a year or 
two, and if it is affected all over, it is 
possible that nothing can cure it. It 
takes time to sweeten the soil and to 
thoroughly remove the sour sap and 
stiff gum from a tree, and also the 
poisons that have thoroughly saturat- 
ed the entire wood of the tree. If the 
above treatment will not cure a tree 
of this disease, it has gone to such an 
extent that nothing will cure it, but I 
would not hasten to cut the tree down; 
give it a trial with this treatment. 
Many efforts have been made and 
theories advanced regarding the cause 
and treatment of gum disease, but 
nothing will succeed without remov- 
ing the cause. The theory has been 
advanced that it is caused' by the 
crossing of a root or limb, and yet 
many roqts and limbs are crossed that 
are never gummed. This is simply a 
mechanical cause that brings out the 
abnormal sap. Some have removed 
the dirt from the crown roots and cut 
away the crossed roots and have ob- 
tained good results for a time at least 
and perhaps for a few years, but the 
removal of the soil and exposing it 
and the roots to the air and sun puri- 
fied it, which did the work, but this 
will not be permanent, and I strongly 
advise the lime treatment for a per- 
manpnt.cure. The a<oil must be thor- 
oughly mixed with, lime at /least three 
feet deep so as Tto c6me' in contact 
with all the acidity arid poison. This 
should not only be done with the trees 
affected with gum disease, but it 
should be done with every part of an 
orchard to prevent the disease from 
coming. It is easier to prevent the 
disease than to cure it. The weaker or 
more sensitive trees are, like human 
beings, more susceptible to diseases, 
and thus are affected first, but the 
same cause is present in the soil and 
will eventually effect most every tree, 
as is the case in very old orchards in 
Southern California. 


To mix the soil thoroughly for the 


first three feet at least six or seven 
tons of the different forms of lime 
should be applied to the, acre for two 
or three years, then cut the amount 
down gradually until about one and a 
fourth tons are used annually.

A city 
should be polite. Let's pay attention to the city's new guests.

ation well in hand and that the stir- 
ring reports of insurrection in vari- 
ous parts of the country are greatly 
exaggerated. 
The followers of Gen. 


Bernardo Reyes, he says, are coming 
to realize that his desire is personal 
profit and glory, and they the desert- 
ing his cause. Vail says Reyes was in 
a conspiracy to kill Madero before the 
latter was inaugurated president. 


Federal troops, he says, are loyal to 


Madero, and a letter from ex-President 
Diaz to his friends in Mexico recently 
advised them to support Madero and 
help him make.good. The recent rebel- 
lion, he states, originated when In- 
dians enroute to a conference with the 
government over their affairs were 
murdered and their tribe besieged 
Oaxaca, Madero declining to send re- 
lief. The rebellion is dead.

Insect Bill Passed By Legislature Will 


Guard the Citrus Fruit 


Industry. 


An important step was taken by the 


legislature which adjourned last week, 
in protecting the state nursey stock 
from disease from incoming pests. 


The bill is regarded as one of the 


most important measures acted upon 
in the extra sessions. It provides that 
all persons bringing into the state 
trees, shrubs, buds or fruit pits must 
notify the7 state commissioner of hor- 
ticulture or county deputies and hold 
_|he same until after inspection. If 
the pu^te are found to be infested by j 
fruit pe£«* they must be disinfected or j 
destroyed?-, 
: 


State or county inspectors are em- 


powered to go upon any ship, dock, 
wharf, mole, car or warehouse for in- 
spection purposes. Each box in which 
the plants are shipped must bear the 
name and address of both the consign- 
or and the consignee. Shipments of 
plants through any infected district of 
the state must be in sealed metallic 
containers.

STILL SOME LEFT. 


County Highway Commission Believes 


Entire "Good Roads" System Can 


, 
Be Built. 


At the close of 1911 the Los Angeles 


county highway commission reports 
that during the year 512,709 tons of 
crushed rock have been used in per- 
fecting the good roads of this county. 
During the year 145 miles of road have 
been laid, which required In addition' 
to the half-million tons of rock 54,735 
barrels of oil, to say nothing of the 
various grading operations. 


This record is by far greater than 


the work done in any previous year. 
The road which is now being laid is 
said to be the most perfect that scien- 
tific construction can produce. The 
quality of the road is superior to that 
laid last year, owing to the lessons 
learned from experience in road mak- 
ing.

. 


Of the $3,500,000 bond issue for'the 


completion of the highways of! this 
county about $800,000 still remains. 
The commissioners hope with the aid 
of the county supervisors to be able to 
complete the entire system within the 
original appropriations. 
The agree- 


ment of the county supervisors to pay 
the expense of constructing the shoul- 
ders of the roads, which answers to 
the curb of a paved street, will help 
considerably in lightening the expense 
of the road to the highway commis- 
sion. 


It was stated by Commissioner T. 


E. 'Earley that the early construction 
of the roads had been too expensive 
for the amount of work accomplished, 
which was due, he said, to lack of ex- 
perience as much as anything. For 
this reason the new commission had 
had to practice strict economy in or- 
der to make the funds hold out.
